Scurrilous campaign literature has 


made its appearance in the present 
primary campaign in the form of a 
sheet printed in German and widely 
distributed throughout this section of 
the state. It was mailed from Bis- 
marck in plain envelopes. 


The anonymous communication is a 


plea to German voters to vote for Xes- 
tos, Hall, Burtness, Shafcr and Mies 
Nielson on the ground that they open- 
1> opposed proposed action of the gov- 
ernment declared inimical to Ger- 
many. It contains an attack upon Sen- 
ator McCumber, Congressman George 
Young, Baker, Sinclair, and Church on 
the grouftd that they were anti-Ger- 
man. 


The pamphlet Is one of the most 


vicious attempts to stir up a feeling 
based upon loyalty to another nation 
greater than to America that has been 
seen in the slope country in several 
years. It lines leaders of the Nestos 
administration up in an attack on Sen 
ator McCumber chiefly, but in which 
others' are included. 


Wide comment has been caused by 


the pamphlet and many of them have 
been sent to Bismarck to friends of 
Senator McCumber by loyal citizens 
who denounce such an appeal to 
/Americans of German extraction, to- 
gether with queries as to whether the 
Nestos adminstration has joined in a 
concerted^ fight upon Senator McCum- 
ber and George M. Young. 


Voters are warned to pay no atten- 


tion to such anonymous communica- 
tions. 


Inquiries Made. 


Inquiries were directed to the own 


ers of the two German language new-. 
papers printed in Bismarck as to au 
thorship of the circular. Many inquir- 
ie> were directed to Carl R. Kosltzlo 
because "Der Xordljcht" is printing 
vigorous I. V. A. campaign stones. It 
also was pointed out that the only 
I. V. A officials in the statehouse boost 
ed are Governor Nestos, Hall and Miss 
Nielson, members of the board of uni 
versity and school lands of which Mi 
Kositzky is secretary, and George 
Shafer who would be a member if 
elected attorney general. The com- 
munication leaves off John Steen, who 
ig known to be politically unfriendly 
to Kositzky, and Includes Congress- 
man George Young, who is said not to 
have given Kositzky much encourage- 
ment as a candidate for the postofllco 
and whose candidacy for renomina- 
tion prevented Thomas Hall from be

some 300,000 at the time of the arm- 
istice. While the majority held only 
war-time commissions there were a 
large number of veterans for whom 
the lifting smoke of the conflict re- 
vealed that tBey had suddenly been 
uprooted from their chosen careers 
and were forced to begin afresh in 
new fields. It was especially difficult 
for the aged officers, who were no 
longer vigorous and adaptable enough 
to battle effectively in an economic 
maelstrom 
already 
burdened with 


keen competition. 


The 
German 
army and navy in 


peace times 
included an active of- 


ficers' corps of 5os760, of whonf 60,%0 
were in the military forces. When 
the war broke out, this list was aug- 
mented by 270,000 of those who were 
retired or on reserve. 
In addition 


there was the commissioned staff of 
the" medical branches numbering 33,- 
406. 
TUC total loss in the corps 


amounted to about 65,000 killed and 
36,213 wounded. 


Borne Waiter*, Porters. 


•. Since the Treaty of Versailles per- 
mitted the retention of but 4,000 offi- 
cers in the Reichswehr, a vast major- 
ity of the war survivors became fac- 
fbrs lori absorption in civilian pur- 
sjilts. Today they are to be found in 
nearly every walk of life, some hav- 
ing even resorted to the positions of 
waiter and porter in order to gain a 
livelihood. 
Some 
were 
connected 


with trade, labor, or industry through 
family ties and thus found situations 
comparatively easily. Others return- 
ed to official positions, and a part en- 
listed in tne newiy-organizea security 
Police. 


A considerable section ot the ex- 


officers turned to unverslty callings; 
particularly could they oe seen at ju- 
dicial and medical lectures and in 
polytechnic 
schools. 
In the first 


period of transition, some worked in 
subordinate executive positions as as- 
sistants and some at manual labor, 
even as miners. 
' There are none of the larger bank- 
ing and industrial concerns today in 
which former officers are not active. 
In some banks one runs across an oc- 
casional general.

cers were 
in 
position to receive 


tempting industrial offers because of 
their unusual preparation and their 
knowledge ot languages. Already be- 
fore the war, officers were in demand 
in the insurance field as inspectors 
and agents, and this number has been 
noticeably increased.

bile industry, too, has attracted many, 
ibetective agencies and warehouses 
have employed them in divers capaci- 
ties. In short, the huge network of 
Germany's trade, commerce and in- 
dustry is fairly dotted with these for- 
mer heads of companies, battalions, 
and other units in the old and war- 
time armies.

Large uses of money are reflected 


in the changes in the bank accounts 
between the March and May dates. 
The banks have increased their loans 
$1,612,363.10 in that time. The de- 
posits subject to check decreased one 
million dollars in that time, with an- 
other half million decrease in the sav- 
ings deposits and a loss of §60,000.00 
in the demand certificates 
deposits. 


Some of these losses are offset how- 
ever by an increase of over a million 
and a half in the time certificates of 
deposit, leaving the total decrease in 
deposits at $643,748.19.

ON STRAW? 


be converted successfully into liquid or gaseous 
fuel. 
For some time alcohol has been manufac- 


tured in large quantities from "blackstrap" 
molasses, but now we find that it is possible to 
obtain 150 pounds of potash from each ton of this 
low-grade molasses, in addition to the liquid fuel. 
During the war the price of potash averaged as 
high as $1,000 a ton. Federal chemists have found 
it possible to obtain gas by the distillation of 
wheat, oat, and rye straws. It is not too much to 
expect that one day straw-gas and gas made from 
cornstalks, corncobs, and other vegetable matter 
will be used by farmers to supply light and heat 
for ttieir homes, power for their stationary en- 
gines, and fuel for their tractors and motor-cars. 
Fifty pounds of straw will produce 300 cubic feet 
of gas—an amount sufficient to drive a light road- 
ster fiftteen miles. The next step in J;his experi- 
mental work will be the perfection of a method of 
reducing the gas to liquid form so that it may be 
carried conveniently as a motor fuel.—Eloyd W. 
Parsons in the World's Work for June.

Roast Fillet of Beef 


Put meat carefully larded on rack 
in roasting pan. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper and dredge with flour.

Put three or four thin slices 
of pork it the bottom of the pan.

Broiled Fillet of Beef

five on one side and five on the other.

MEAT LOAVES 


Recipes to Serve Hot or Cold 


{Sister Mary's Kitchen) 


Meat loaves may he served hot or 


cold. If served hot they should be ac- 
companied by a sauce of some sort, 
preferably tomato. If served cold, mus- 
tard sauce or horseradish sauce adds 
piquancy. 
Both beef and veal are used for 
a meat loaf, but always in combina- 
tion with pork. Beef, veal and pork 
are sometimes combined. 
Beef and Veal Loaf 


Three-quarters pound lean pork, 1 
pound lean veal, 1 1-2 pounds lean 
beef, 1 cup bread crumbs, 1 cup milk, 
1 dessertspoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon pep- 
per, 2 eggs, 3 slices fat salt pork. 


Have meat ground very fine by 
the butcher. Season with salt and 
pepper and mix well. It will be nec- 
essary to use the hands to mix the 
meat thoroughly. Add bread crumbs, 
milk and eggs slightly beaten. Mix 
well and shape in loaf. Pot in a long 
•pan and lay the slices of salt pork 
over the top of loaf. 
Pour three-quarters cup boiling 


water in 'the pan and bake 20 min- 
utes in ahot oven. Reduce 'the heat and 
cover wfth buttered paper. Bake one 
hour and 15 minutes longer. Serve hot 
with tomato or brown sauce. Or let 
cool and serve cold. 


Veal Loaf 


Two pounds lean veal, 1-4 pound 
pork, 2 eggs, 4 large soda crackers, 
1-2 cup cream, 1 dessertspoon salt, 
1-2 teaspoon, pepper, 4 thin slices ba- 
con. 


Have veal and pork ground very 


fine. Mix well. Beat eggs and add 
to meat. 
Crumb crackers. Add al- 


ternately with cream to first mixture. 
Add seasonings and mix well. 


Form into a loaf and put in a deep 


pan. Cover with bacon and bake an 
hour in a moderate oven. Baste every 
15 minutes.

Sister Mary Suggests Some 


That Will Touch the 


Spot 


(Sister Mary's Kitchen) 


Try this cheese salad the next time 


you have a fish, dinner. It will go> 
right to the spot. 
'While cottage cheese is delicious 
all through the summer months, it 
may be considered a real treat in 
'4&&y spring and Js really at Its best. 


If you would mak,_) your own cot- 


tage cheese follow this rule care- 
fully: 


Cottage Cheese 
Two quarts sour milk, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon ipaprilta, 2 table- 
spoons cream (either sweet or sour.) 
The milk must sour quickly, when 
the milk is thick and firm put the 
pan into a larger pan of hot water. 
The water should be boiling when the 
milk is put in it, but it should not 
boil afterwards. 


Let stand about an hour or until 
the whey forms and separates from 
the curd. 
Pour tho> whole into a 
cheesecloth bag and bang up to drip 
as you would a JeUy hag. 
Let drip 
about six hours. Uo not squeeze or 
press with the hands. 
'When the whey is all removed 


from the curd put the curd in a 
bowl and work smooth with a fork. 
Season with, salt and paprika and 
beat in cream lightly Just 
before 
using. When the milk is not scalded 
hard the cheese is of softer texture 
and more easily digested.
